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Elm Square Project 
To Begin In August 


The much-discussed and oft-delayed Elm 
Square reconstruction project may be on its 
way at last: The state Department of Pub- 
lic Works opened bids on the project June 
29, and accepted a low bid of $187,900. 

Reynolds Brothers, Inc./Reynolds Equip- 
ment Corp. of Canton was the low bidder 
among eight companies that submitted 
bids, according to William Pizzano, direc- 


tor of public relations for the Ma - 
setts Department of Public oS ences 


The bid has not yet been formally 
awarded, but Pizzano said that will proba- 
bly be done within the next two weeks. The 
contractor will then wait for the contract to 
be signed before beginning construction, 
probably in late August or early September. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said this 
week he expects work to begin Aug. 22. 

The completion date may be alarming to 
some town officials: Reynolds has set a 
formal date of June 23, 1983. The state can 
impose penalties if all work is not finished 
by that date. 

Town officials have estimated that the 
reconstruction should be done in a matter of 
weeks. But Pizzano said the June, 1983 
deadline was a “‘realistic’’ one. The con- 
tractor is anticipating a “‘iong lead time’’ in 
getting new traffic signal equipment, he 
explained. 

He added that work will be suspended 
once winter settles in, and resumed in the 
spring. And even if the contractor finished 
most of the work before winter, he would 
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return in the spring to plant trees and 
shrubs, the director indicated. 

Reynolds’ task includes reconstructing 
the roadway and landscaping Elm Square, 
widening and resurfacing the roadway and 
sidewalks. 


The contractor will also install new traf- 
fic signals at the intersection of North Main 
Street and Lewis Street, at Elm Street, and 
at the intersection of Main Street and Ches- 
tnut Street. New signs and pavement mark- 
ings will also help redirect the flow of 
traffic through the square. 


The project will not include reconstruct- 
ing Main Street from the square to Chestnut 
Street, however. That plan was scratched 
last year when downtown merchants ob- 
jected, claiming it would leave the street 


torn up and discourage shoppers during the 
Christmas shopping season. 

That decision necessitated drawing new 
engineering plans, and saw the project de- 
layed by a year. Construction had been 
scheduled to begin last summer. 

Throughout construction, the contractor 
has agreed to leave one lane open to traffic 
at all times, and to leave the existing traffic 
signals operational at all times until the 
new signals are installed, Pizzano said. 
Abutters will be assured of access to their 
property at all times as well. 

The contractor’s crews will work on one 
eight-hour shift, from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., with 
no nighttime or weekend work, he added. 

The project is being funded with state and 
federal money; the town was responsible 
for preparing engineering plans. 


Consultants Won’t Do 
Comprehensive Plan 


The town manager will not hire a consult- 
ing firm, but one person to help Andover 
officials and townspeople update the town’s 
comprehensive plan, Manager Kenneth Ma- 
hony said Tuesday. 

The manager has someone in mind, he 
said, but is waiting for the prospective 
master planner to sign a one-year contract. 
He expects the planner to be on board by 
mid-July. 

Mahony said he has sought someone who 
is neither pro- nor anti-development, some- 
one with no political ties, and without nec- 
essarily a background in master planning, 

Instead, he wanted a planner with ‘good 
analytical skills and good communications

plained. 

The manager, Planning Board and Com- 
munity Development and Planning director 
intend to involve townspeople in the process 
of updating the town’s master plan, last 
revised in 1965. Annual town meeting this 
year appropriated $50,000 for the project. 

But town officials will need the rest of the 
summer before they are ready for commu- 
nity participation, the manager noted: ‘‘We 
are working on the technical stuff right 
now. We'll be ready to run by September

H. Spencer Glidden 


Dr. H. Spencer Glidden of 67 Cheever Circle, Andover, 
the former head of two area medical staffs and a medical 
teacher for more than 40 years, died July 1 at Lawrence 
General Hospital after a long illness. He was 76. 

Dr. Glidden was chief pathologist and hospital coordi- 
nator of St. John’s Hospital in Lowell, where he joined the 
staff in 1934. He was also president of the Clover Hill 
Hospital staff in Lawrence, from 1961 to 1973. He served 
as a pathologist at Bon Secours Hospital in Methuen from 
1951 to 1958, and at Hale Hospital in Haverhill from 1936 to 
1946. And he was acting medical director of Tewksbury 
Hospital in Tewksbury from 1955 to 1956. 

In addition, he was an emeritus member of both the 
Tufts University School of Dental Medicine and the 
School of Medicine faculties. 

An Andover resident for many years, Dr. Glidden was 
born in Hartford, Conn. He was a 1945 graduate of Tufts 
Premedical School and Medical School, and joined the 
faculty a year later as assistant professor of pathology at 
Tufts Medical and Dental Schools. He served as chairman 
of Tufts Alumni Council in 1960, and headed the Alumni 
Fund Committee in 1961. 

He joined the Naval Reserve Medical Corps in 1933, 
where he was promoted from lieutenant to commander 
between 1942 and 1946. He was commanding officer of the 
Naval Reserve Medical Company 1-6 in Lowell from 1951 
to 1961. 


He was awarded the Tufts University Distinguished 
Service Key and Presidential Scroll, a Massachusetts 
Medical Society Award certificate and gold pin for 50 
years’ service, and Presidential and Secretary of the 
Navy citations for service during World War II. The Tufts 
Dental Alumni Association presented him with a certifi- 
cate of appreciation in 1974, calling him a ‘beloved and 
respected teacher of thousands.” 

Dr. Glidden was also made an honorary police officer 
and presented the Citizen of the Year Award in 1972 by the 
International Brotherhood of Police Officers, in recogni- 
tion of establishing forensic procedures in the investiga- 
tion of medical and legal vice cases, including rape. 

A member of the National Rifle Association, his hob- 
bies included numismatology and herpetology, and col- 
lecting antique and modern guns along with historical 
documents and holographs. 

He wrote for a number of professional publications, and 
was a fellow with such groups as the Royal Society of 
Health and the American Medical Associaion. He was 
also a Diplomate for the American Board of Pathology. In 
addition, Dr. Glidden authored papers on historical topics 
as a member of The Manuscript Society. He was a 
member of the Sons of the American Revolution, the New 
England Historic Genelogical Soceity, and the Council of 
the Navy League of the United States. 

He leaves his wife, Elizabeth (Kerr) Glidden; two 
daughters, Mrs. Helen G. Wesley of Oceanside, California 
and Joan H.G. (Mrs. Ralph) Arabian of Andover; two 
granddaughters, and two step-grandsons. 

Private family services were scheduled to be held. 
Burial was to be at the National Cemetery in Bourne. 
Funeral arrangements were under the direction of the 
Lundgren Funeral Home, 18 Elm St., Andover.

-  QlId-Fashioned Fourth Makes 
A Strong Comeback In Andover

An old-fashioned Fourth of July cele- 
bration made a comeback in Andover in a 
big way Sunday, and even the unpredictable 
weatherman contributed blue skies and 
summery breezes. 

Peter Anderson of the Committee for 
Patriotic Observances, Inc. reported happi- 
ly this week that more than 3,000 spectators 
turned out to watch the horribles parade at 
12:30 Sunday afternoon — and some 600 
townspeople marched in the parade. Some 
Andover residents have said it was the best 
parade they have ever seen in town. 

The horribles parade was ‘really a risk,”’ 
Anderson noted, because the committee 
had no idea how many townpeople would 
dress in costume, decorate bicycles or wag- 
ons and march through town. ‘The whole 
committee was very surprised and very 
pleased with the participation,” he said. 
“There was a lot of imagination and a lot of 
fun.”’ 

Some of the participants, led by Uncle 
Sam on tall stilts, included a gypsy moth 
contingent (bearing a banner that said, 
“The Only Good Caterpillar Is A Dead 
Caterpillar’ and - featuring 6 
children dressed as caterpillars); the
